tions on the property that high-class 
homes will be assured. : 

Much of the land will lie parallel with 
the new electric line to Covina, the 
tract being on both sides of the new 
roadway. With the rapid development 
of Alhambra, Dolgeville, and Ramona 
Acres, the additional designs for the 
improvement of this beautiful stretcn 
of hills will be certain to attract mucn 
attention to the northeastern territory.

Crop Probably Eighty Carloads Instead 
of Hundred and Fifty, Means 
Hich Prices.’ 
If you go down into the cluttered 
produce district round about Cen- 


tral avenut and ask the i shirt- 
sleeved managers “How doth the 
little busy bee?” you'll get a 
sharp . answer. The littie busy 
bee is delinquent. He hasn't come 


through with the goods. He's fallen 
down on his 199 contract, and honey 
and cakes for breakfast are going to 
be more of a luxury aé the winter 
days come on than you figured. 

The last ten or fifteen days of April, 
the month of May and the first warm 
days of June are honey-making time tin 
Southern California. It is then the 
small winged workers gather and con- 
vert the sweet-smelling moisture of 
the flowers into the sweet-tasting am- 
ber of commerce. 

In an average year the bees in San 
Diego, Riverside, Los Angeles and

Republic Hold Meeting. |

Reports of an Anti-Foreign 
Sentiment Are False. 


CITY. OF MEXICO, Sept. 1.—The 
quixotic, irresponsible policy of certain 
unreliable correspondents of Ameri- 
can newspaper. reacts about as unfa- 
vorably on Mexico as the pranks of 
the famous hero of Cervantes, which 
resulted in more damage on that 
knight than, on the windmills he at- 
tacked, At the same time is is well 
to correct the false impressions and 
wild-cat stories that are spread in 
American newspapers concerning local 
conditions in Mexico. 

Some weeks since an American, for 
whom the police are searching, posted 
up in Aguascalientes a circular said 
to have beeh signed by the Mexican 
Workingment's League, calling upon all 
Americang in this country to leave by 
September 16, or stand the cona-- 
quences of their temerity in remaining 
in a country where, according to the 
screed, they are neither wanted nor 
needed. 

The circular was hunted down by the 
government and it was ascertained 
that only about two hundred copies 
had been printed, the work being done 
in a small printing office on the line of 
the Internationa! Rallroad in the State 
of Coahuila. The police raided the 
printing establishment and destroyed 
practically all the leaflets that were 
issued. 

Some of the circulars, however, foun4 
their way into American newspapers 
through correspondents who are 
alarmists and sensationalists. They 
played the game for all it was worth, 
and the result has been an uneasy feel- 
ing created in this country, not by 
reason of the circulars themselves, but 
by the American newspapers contain- 
ing columns bullt up for the occasion. 

PAPPRS BREED DISTRUST. 

It is greatly deplored here that yel- 
low journalism gan reach a_ point 
where if breede such discomfort an] 
distrust between the Mexicans and the 
Americans.

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REFUSES FUNDS 


FOR PROSECUTION OF ALLEGED 
EIGHT-HOUR VIOLATION. 


Contractors to Be Allowed to Hire 
Men to Work as Many Hours as the 
Men Please—New Ordinance Re- 
garding Spiritualistic Mediums En- 
acted by the Council. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 5.—Several weeks 
ago, at the requestof the Federated 
Trades Council, the Mayor, after an 
investigation conducted by the Board 
of Public Works, directed -the City 
Attorney to begin sult against several 
contractors on street grading for vio- 
lation of the eight-hour law. The at- 
torney, being unable to find authority 
for the expenditure of money for the 
bringing of the suits, asked the Council 
to adopt an ordinance providing the 
funds.
